CHURCH SHOOTING 
SUSPECT RANTED 
ABOUT RACE TO FRIEND 

LEXINGTON, S.C. In recent weeks, Dylann 
Storm Roof reconnected with a childhood 
buddy he hadn’t seen in five years and started 
railing about the Trayvon Martin case, about 
black people “taking over the world” and 
about the need for someone to do something 
about it for the sake of “the white race,” the 
friend said Thursday 

On Thursday Roof, 21, was arrested in the 
shooting deaths of nine people at the Emanuel 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, a historic 
black church in Charleston, S.C. —an attack de- 
cried by stunned community leaders and politi- 
cians as a hate crime. 

In the hours after the Wednesday night 
bloodbath, a portrait began to take shape 
of Roof as someone with racist views and at 
least two recent run-ins with the law. On his 
Eacebook page, the young white man wore 
a jacket with the flags of the former white- 
racist regimes of South Africa and Rhodesia. 

In an interview with The Associated Press, 
Joseph Meek Jr. said he and Roof had been best 
friends in middle school but lost touch when 
Roof moved away about five years ago. The 
two reconnected a few weeks ago after Roof 
reached out to Meek on Eacebook, Meek said. 

Roof never talked about race years ago when 
they were friends but recently made remarks 
out of the blue about the killing of unarmed 
black 17-year-old Trayvon Martin in Elorida 
and the riots in Baltimore over the death of 
Ereddie Gray in police custody Meek said. 

“He said blacks were taking over the world. 
Someone needed to do something about it for 
the white race,” Meek said, adding that the 
friends were getting drunk on vodka. “He said 
he wanted segregation between whites and 
blacks. I said, ‘That’s not the way it should

be.’ But he kept 
talking about it.” 

Meeks said Roof 
also told him that he 
had used birthday 
money from his 
parents to buy a gun 
and that he had “a 
plan.” He didn’t elaborate on what it was, 
but Meeks said he was worried— and said he 
knew Roof had the “Glock”— a .45 caliber 
pistol— in the trunk of his car. 

Meek said he took the gun from the trunk of 
Roof’s car and hid it in his house, just in case. 


“I didn’t think he would do anything,” he said. 

But the next day when Roof was sober, he 
gave it back. 

Meek said that when he woke up 
Wednesday morning. Roof was at his house, 
sleeping in his car outside. Later that day 
Roof dropped Meek off at a lake with Meek’s 
brother Jacob, but Roof hated the outdoors 
and decided he would rather go see a movie. 

Jacob said that when he got in the car. Roof 
told him he should be careful moving his 
backpack in the car because of the “magazines.” 

Jacob said he thought Roof was referring 
to periodicals, not the devices that store 


ammunition. 

Joseph Meek said he didn’t see his friend 
again until a surveillance-camera image of 
a young man with a soup-bowl haircut was 
broadcast on television Thursday morning in 
the wake of the shooting. Meek said he didn’t 
think twice about calling authorities. 

“I didn’t THINK it was him. I KNEW it 
was him,” he said. 

The Southern Poverty Law Center, a civil 
rights group that tracks hate organizations 
and extremists, said it was not aware of Roof 
before the rampage. And some other friends 
said they did not know him to be racist.

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ITS NOT TOO WTE TO GET THOSE 
BfiCMRCH Pinurs GROWNG

The temperature’s finally rising, there’s a farmers market in seem- 
ingly every Chicago parking lot and those cute little pots of basil 
at Trader Joe’s inspire the refrain, “I can grow my own basil! All I 
have to do is buy this little potted plant and voila. Easy Right?” 


Although it’s mid-June, expert 
green thumbs say there’s still some 
time to get that summer garden go- 
ing. 

“It’s not too late at all. The crazy 
weather pattern has slowed down 
the season— vegetables such as to- 
matoes, cucumbers and peppers 


need heat to grow, and that’s the 
one thing that we haven’t had con- 
sistently” said garden consultant 
Alicia Paravola of the Farmers Mar- 
ket Garden Center in Irving Park. 
“Without that heat, the plants 
won’t grow It looks like we’re head- 
ing into summer weather {at last]. 


so it will be a great time to plant.” 

Just like shopping for an apart- 
ment, location is everything when 
growing potted vegetables, flow- 
ers and herbs. It all comes down to 
sun (vegetable-friendly) or no sun 
(herb-friendly). 

But like for every good recipe, 
there are several other factors to 
consider if you’re going to have a 
winning garden, including soil, tem- 
perature, wind, watering and hun- 
gry animals. 

Whether you have a teeny bal- 


cony or the landlord has given you 
the thumbs-up to plant a raised bed 
in an 8-foot-by-4-foot spot behind 
the two-flat, that’s enough room to 
get your hands dirty 

“Gardening is not strictly re- 
served for flower beds and window 
boxes,” Paravola said. “Patios and 
balconies are a great place for con- 
tainer gardens and provide excel- 
lent exposure for herbs, vegetables, 
fruits and flowering plants.” 

But a bit of caution to would-be 
gardeners living on the high side of 


those high-rises: The wind is not 
your friend. 

Heather Sprandel, an herb and 
vegetable consultant at Gethse- 
mane Garden Center in Edgewater, 
had a couple come in and talk to 
her about growing tomatoes on the 
105th floor of a high-rise. 

“You cannot do it,” she said. 
“Wind kills a lot of plants.” 

OK, there’s no time to waste, 
here’s how to get started.

Experts here can help you choose which to plant- 
herbs, vegetables and/or or plants/flowers-based 
on the amount of light the area gets. 


For partial or no sun, “the herb list is endless,” 
Sprandel said. Flowers including begonias and 
impatiens work well. 

Allison Barnes, another herb and vegetable 
consultant at the Gethsemane Garden 
Center, said herbs are great for the first-time 
gardener and recommended oregano, sage, 
rosemary, basil, thyme or mint. 

For full-on sun— that is, six to eight hours 
a day — Sprandel recommended a variety of 
plants and flowers: marigolds, nasturtium, 
petunias, geraniums, small bell or hot pepper 
plants, tomatoes, rosemary lavender and 
some container eggplant, blueberries and, 
again, herbs. For those with smaller gardening 
plots, “peas, cucumbers and beans grow wildly 
and are natural space-savers,” Barnes said. 

At this point in the year, too, it’s best to 
get starter plants with most veggies. “Tomato 
seeds {and other vegetables, like cucumbers 
and eggplant] should have been planted in 
March, so your best bet is to go get one that’s 
already growing,” Sprandel said. 


Most plants come in a small plastic 
container, but those aren’t going to cut 
it for long, as the plant and roots grow 
and need more space. Many nurser- 
ies will transfer the plant into a larger 
container for you and help you deter- 
mine how much room the plant will 
require. However, some people prefer 
to pot their new plants themselves. 

“The fun in edibles is doing it your- 
self,” Sprandel said. You also can get 
separate containers or mix several dif- 
ferent herbs or plants in one, though 
keep in mind that some may require 
more water than others. 

“Container gardening is a fantastic 
way to keep your favorite edibles 
at your fingertips,” Paravola said. 
“Things like tomatoes need a lot of 
room to flourish. However, patio, 
grape, sweet loo and other kinds of 
tomatoes do very well on patios and 
balconies when planted in large pots.” 



When it comes to soil, the experts 
offered a variety of opinions from light 
soil (where the water drains through the 
plant faster) to thicker, clay-like soil. 

“When planting edible things in the 
ground, some people may be concerned 
about the contents of their soil,” Para- 
vola said. “Balcony and patio gardening 
eliminates the question. When planting 
in containers, you have control over 
the fertilizers and soil you use. There- 
fore, you are free to keep it healthy 
chemical-free and organic. There are 
numerous options for organic potting 
soils, composts and fertilizers, such as 
Happy Frog, Fox Farm or Baccto Veggie 
planting mix.” 
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“Don’t wait till the soil is very dry— if 
it’s not sticking to your fingers, it’s too 
dry” Barnes said. Sprandel recommended 
sticking your finger in the dirt every day or 
so. “If you feel any kind of moisture, leave 
it alone. If you feel it dry that low, then 
you want to give it a drink. ... Your fingers 
never lie. You want to put water in and 
pour till you see water coming out of the 
bottom ... down to the tip of the roots.”

There are many different animal and in- 
sect repellents out there, organic ones be- 
ing the most recommended, from cayenne 
pepper sprays to onion, garlic, egg-scented, 
blood meal and bone meal insecticides and 
pesticides. “Y)u’re going to always have to 
work on it and share your garden with the 
animals,” Sprandel said. “They’ve got to

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Office green thumb 

Joe Reed, 25, of Lincoln Park, got into 
urban gardening when his employer, Weber 
Shandwick, in the John Hancock building, gave 
each employee a planter for Earth Day 2014. 

“These small, coffee cup-sized recycled 
planters contained a bit of dirt and a packet 
of forget-me-not seeds,” Reed said. “No one 
else in the office seemed to want to plant their 
flowers, so I became the go-to for our office 
garden. After about two weeks of making my 
rounds throughout the office, I had about a 
dozen of these planters.” 

Afterward, he bought some basil seeds, 
and he became office green thumb. “I have a 
tomato plant and a box full of bash and green 
bean plants in my window at work,” Reed said. 
‘At home. Eve started more basil, sunflowers, 
tomatoes, rosemary carrots and oregano.” 

“I’m completely new to the world of gar- 
dening. I’ve had to learn about each plant’s wa- 
tering schedule, mealybugs, proper planting 
techniques, etc., and I’m only getting started. 
... For a few dollars worth of seeds and a bag 
of planting soH, I’ve now got my own home 
garden going on the fifth floor of my Chicago 
apartment building. Hopefully, in the coming 
months, we’ll be able to get a nice little har- 
vest. It’s an easy thing to get into, and it’s so 
rewarding bringing these little guys to life.” 

In the family 

Electra Tremulis, 19, of Edison Park, has a 
backyard house garden. She was inspired to 
garden by her mom and by her grandfather, 
who had to start gardening for his arthritis. 

“It’s good to start these habits when you are 
young,” she said. 

“I try to focus on vegetables, definitely 
something I can eat,” she said. “Flowers are 
nice to look at, and I do like attracting but- 
terflies and other things, but there’s a weird 
pride when you eat the things you {grow}. ... 
I love putting tomatoes on salads, and I grow 
lots of herbs, like basil. Carrots, too, but with 


Chicago weather, it’s tough to grow them.” 

“I think people are running around too 
much, and we don’t take just 20 minutes to 
sit down and be in our thoughts. I used to 
meditate, but when I garden, it’s just a time 
to pause all the other stuff, and you just get 
to have a second and grow something and be 
with the Earth.” 

Growing garden 

Ryan Larkin, 28, of Lincoln Park, and his fian- 
cee went from having one plant in August 2014 
to six today including cilantro, parsley and a 
sunflower. Larkin said he’d keep them on the 
balcony but it’s too windy because they live on 
the 20th floor, so they keep an indoor garden. 

“I like to see things grow,” Larkin said. “It’s 
all about consistency and time. It teaches 
patience, and it’s nice to keep your subcon- 
scious working. Even amidst the chaos of life, 
you still have to remember to take care of it, 
otherwise it dies. You just have to do it. It’s 
rewarding, soothing and relaxing. Get some- 
thing small and inexpensive to test the water. 
If you like it, you can start buying more.” 

On the balcony 

Diana Rostkowski, 27, has a balcony garden 
behind her Little Italy residence. She grows 
a yucca tree, peonies, wildflowers, rosemary 
basil and a variety of succulents, most of 
which she got from Trader Joe’s. 

“They are all relatively low maintenance— 
some water and sunshine to keep them alive,” 
Rostkowski said. “I do it because it’s a rela- 
tively simple ‘hobby’ I’m a very busy person, 
and this makes me feel like I can still have an 
interest on the side that doesn’t take up too 
much time or money 

“I also find it therapeutic to play with the 
dirt. ... My fiance loves to cook, so in addition 
to growing a yucca tree and some flowers for 
decoration, I also grow herbs like basil and 
rosemary to liven up dinnertime.”

Student, worker on 
wage hike: I’m lovin’ it 


ByLeonorVivanco i redeye 
Going to college isn’t cheap. That’s why William 
Jefferson works at McDonald’s over his summer 
break when he’s back home in Englewood. 

A graduate of Simeon Career Academy the 
20 -year-old will be heading into his junior 
year at Miles College in Alabama, where he 
is majoring in communications. Although Jef- 
ferson was able to get $10,000 in financial aid 
and $5,000 in student loans, he is responsible 
for covering the remaining $3,000 for tuition 
and room and board. 

Often, he is willing to pick up double shifts 
at the job he’s had since he was 16 because he 
needs the money for school. His goal: to re- 
turn to college with at least $2,500 from his 
minimum-wage summer job. 

If he’s short, he said, he would have to ask 
his parents to help him out or apply for a job 
on campus. Last semester, he worked as a li- 
brary aide under the work-study program. 

Getting a raise should help. T^^icaUy he gets 
scheduled to work 40 hours a week at McDon- 
ald’s in Washington Park getting paid $8.25 an 
hour, and he is looking forward to his pay bump- 
ing up to $10 an hour beginning July i, when 
Chicago’s minimum wage increase kicks in. 

“It would be so awesome,” Jefferson said. 
“I can see myself possibly saving more money 
Knowing that I get more money I could be 
saving more.” 


Advice for a college student 
working at minimum wage 

Financial advisor Sophia Bera, founder of 
Gen Y Planning, said college student William 
Jefferson is on the right track. 

“He’s doing so many things right,” Bera 
said. “He’s working. He’s applying for financial 
aid. He’s doing a work-study program, and 
he’s only taking out student loans he needs.” 

Some college students without part-time 
jobs end up taking out student loans to help 
cover living expenses, which can lead to a 
bigger debt (with interest), she said. 

The minimum wage increase Jefferson 
will get while working at McDonald’s over 
the summer would be a great opportunity 
to increase his savings account, said Bera, 
who is based in Minneapolis. 

Extra money he gets from the 
increase as well as working double shifts 
and overtime can help build up some 
emergency savings that could cover 
unexpected expenses, she said. 

Bera suggested Jefferson make sure 
he’s taking advantage of the benefits 
McDonald’s has to offer, such as a tuition 
assistance program and a 401(k) program if 
he’s eligible. 


He’ll only be working at McDonald’s for 
one month after the wage hike is in effect be- 
cause he goes back to campus in August. Al- 
though McDonald’s has been flexible with his 


When he first started working at McDon- 
ald’s, he said, he wanted to quit, but he stuck 
it out as a cashier working the front counter 
or drive-thru window, calling out food orders 
and even doing some food prep at times. 

“I know I didn’t want to make my mom 
upset because she was proud of me that I was 
working,” he said.

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At last, Chicago test 
season goes country 


While Fmonlya 
casual fan of country 
music, even I know 
what a big deal it is 
that, thanks to this 
weekend’s first-ever 
Windy City Lake- 
Shake at FirstMerit 
Bank Pavilion, Chi- 
cago is hosting a huge 
festival in this genre. 
After all, for years 
our city has delivered 
Blues Fest, Jazz Fest, Gospel Fest, Lolla- 
palooza. Pitchfork and Riot Fest, but country 
always seemed to be the one genre the city 
was hesitant to accept fully LakeShake, and to 
an extent the barbecue and country music fest 
Windy City Smokeout (now in its third year, 
July 10-12 at Grand Avenue and the Chicago 
River, featuring headliner Kacey Musgraves), 
confirm how much locals and out-of-towners 
alike see Chicago as a go-to spot for country 
music. 

Not only does the three-day fest feature 
established headliners such as Dierks Bentley 
Brad Paisley and Florida Georgia Line, but ris- 
ing stars like Maddie andTae (“Girl in a Coun- 
try Song”), Joe Nichols (“Tequila Makes Her 
Clothes Fall Off”) and Justin Moore (“Small 
Town USA”) also will appear at the fest. 

Here are some other things worth noting 
about the inaugural bash: 

The lineup 

Sure, we’ve seen our fair share of huge country 
acts pass through the city such as Brad Paisley 
Miranda Lambert, Luke Bryan, The Band 
Perry and Zac Brown Band. But how often 


are they physically all in one area? Thirty-two 
country artists will share only two stages at 
LakeShake this year. Granted, many of them 
still are making a name for themselves, but 
that’s typical for a fest, and it’s the first year. 

Nashville in our backyard 

If you could afford only a staycation this year 
and were jealous you couldn’t attend the CMA 
Fest in Nashville, Tenn., last week, look at 
LakeShake as a mini version of the fest that’s 
much easier and cheaper to get to. 

Built-in pre-gaming 

For years, country-themed bars like Wrig- 
leyville’s Houndstooth (3369 N. Clark St.) and 
The Pony (1638 W Belmont Ave.) slowly have 
been popping up around Chicago just begging 
for country fans to pre-game before a festival 
like LakeShake. Between Country Club (3462 
N. Clark St.) and Joe’s Bar (940 W Weed St.), 
LakeShakers will have plenty of options for 
grabbing a drink before the fest. 

Built-in after party 

Carol’s Pub in Uptown (4659 N. Clark St.), 
with its 4 a.m. closing time and live house 
country band, was pretty much made to be a 
country festival’s after-party spot. The infa- 
mous dive bar and self-proclaimed “last of the 
Honky Thnks in Chicago” has been drawing in 
drunk, country-loving fans for years. One "^Ip 
review from 2009 said, “...We only come here 
when we’re out on Southport and only after 
2 a.m. %u’ll need to be in a 2 a.m. state of mind 
to take this place.” And if it’s 2 a.m. and your 
ears are still ringing from live country music, 
even better.

Figures out how to smile 


If movies acquired 
symbolism points, 
“Inside Out” would 
earn metaphor stars. 
(Questlove, a rimshot 
please.) It takes place 
largely inside the 
head of ii-year-old 
Riley (voiced by 
Kaitlyn Dias), whose 
outward behavior 
hinges on the activity 
of five anthropomor- 
phized feelings who 
press buttons and push levers to trigger 
everything from tears to tantrums to hugs. 
Joy (Amy Poehler) is a blue-haired pixie with 
Leslie Knope-like positivity; Disgust (Mindy 
Kaling) ensures Riley doesn’t wait until her 
teen years for eye-rolling annoyance with 
her parents (Diane Lane, Kyle MacLachlan); 
Fear (Bill Hader) considers only worst-case 
scenarios; Anger (Lewis Black) explodes with 
actual steam out of his head; and Sadness 
(Phyllis Smith) is a Debbie Downer able to 
turn happy memories ice cold and deliver

mood-killers like, “Remember the funny 
movie where the dog dies?” 

With Riley miserable after moving from 
Minnesota to San Francisco, Joy and Sadness 
get sucked out of HQ and lost among visually 
represented regions of priority observing 
as the other three Emotions take over and 
destroy mini-kingdoms such as Friendship 
Island and Imaginationland. At times, “Inside 
Out,” co-written and co-directed by Pete 
Docter (“Up”), feels like a mashup of “Toy 
Story” and “Inception,” particularly in the 
awesome Dream Productions studio that 
creates dreams/nightmares based on Riley’s 
day and Riley’s imaginary friend Bing Bong 
(Richard Kind), himself a blend of several 
different animals, who fears Riley no longer 
has any need for him. 

The movie is a visual playland of relatable 
neuroses, with each voice expertly cast, but 
trouble comes from the direct relationship 
between Joy and Sadness’ adventure back to

the control panel and Riley’s demeanor. Life 
is unpredictable; happiness can return for an 
instant, no matter how gloomy things look. 
Much of “Inside Out” feels preordained by 
the fact that Riley can’t get back on track 
until the missing 40 percent of her possible 
responses returns to the console. 

Yet the movie remains a moderate delight, 
particularly in the shelves of color-coded 


memories that move and develop like little 
bowling balls of feels. Y)ung viewers may 
learn something about how personality de- 
rives from experience and vice-versa; regard- 
less, the little details, like the internal erasers 
that delete recollections of piano lessons and 
presidents’ names from the brain, play like 
amusing stand-up at an all-ages cognitive 
comedy club.

Goes in and out of mild buzz 


The couple of mo- 
ments that evoked a 
noticeable audience 
response during a 
recent screening of 
“Dope” were very 
different, sort of: 
Early on, unnecessary 
voiceover (by producer Forest Whitaker) 
makes a terrible joke about how the real 
tragedy of a kid killed while waiting in line 
at a fast-food restaurant is that he was about 
to win a video game he was playing. Not a 
single person in the theater laughed at this, 
as they shouldn’t. Late in the movie, Malcolm 
(Shameik Moore, very good in a breakout 
role), who is black, makes a statement about 
college directly to the camera, suggesting a 
question he’s tasked with answering wouldn’t 
have been posed if he were white, and dons a 
hooded sweatshirt. Many in the audience ap- 
plauded, for obvious reasons regarding what 
hooded sweatshirts have come to represent 
in the ongoing, necessary conversation about 
police treatment of the black community in 
this country 

Yet “Dope, ” a big talker at Sundance that 
often feels like it should be sharper and funni- 
er, isn’t consistently about race— at least not 
like “Dear White People,” which was about 
nothing but that subject and was a bit better 
than “Dope.” It’s also not a particularly novel 
coming-of-age movie, offering token inclu- 
sions of masturbation, prom, etc. It’s largely 
a drug-related caper somewhat reminiscent

of adventures like “Risky Business” and “The 
Girl Next Door” in which shy kids get in 
over their heads. After attending a birthday 
party for the local drug dealer (played by 
chart-topping rapper ASAP Rocky), Malcolm 
and his friends (including Tony Revolori of 
“The Grand Budapest Hotel”) discover that 
Malcolm’s backpack now contains large quan- 
tities of something (molly not that it matters) 
they want nothing to do with, and some not 
very nice people are looking to acquire it. 

Decently entertaining but uneven and full 
of thinly drawn characters (including Zoe 
Kravitz as the object of Malcolm’s affection), 
“Dope” is muddled and all over the place, 
from a drug dealer analyzing drone strikes to 
some of the worst, drug-induced driving since 
“The Wolf of Wall Street.” The movie bounc- 
es during action sequences cued to ATribe 
Called Quest and other artists who match 
Malcolm’s crew’s fixation with ’90s hip-hop. 
Writer-director Rick Famuyiwa (“Brown 
Sugar,” “The Wood”) effectively presents 
Malcolm looking to use his brain to get out 
of the violent, low-income area of Inglewood, 
Calif, known as “The Bottoms,” not wanting 
to write a cliched college essay about his bad 
neighborhood and single mom, and instead 
speculating about the good day that inspired 
Ice Cube. If only the whole movie had that 
creativity and focus.

Uniquely steps on its own foot 


The circumstances 
that led to the 
existence of “Heaven 
Knows What,” and 
the ironic twist they 
put on the film’s 
bleak, arcless depic- 
tion of heroin addic- 
tion, would have made a captivating docu- 
mentary I mean, when a film that means 
to present addiction as a hopeless flatline 
winds up turning its star, playing a version of 
herself based on her real experiences, into a 
legitimate actress with a real future, it kind of 
bumps up against that whole hopeless thing. 
If anything, it’s evidence of the never-ending 
cultural fascination with stories like this. 

Some quick context: While working on 
another project, co-director/co-writer Josh 
Safdie met real-life homeless heroin addict 
Arielle Holmes (who stars in the film as 
Harley) and wound up paying her to write 
about her experiences. (That’s the as-yet-un- 
published memoir “Mad Love in New York 
City”) He liked the pages and pages of drama 
on the street so much that he told Holmes 
he wanted to make a movie, and now here we 
are, with Holmes headlining a buzzworthy 
indie and reportedly attached to an upcom- 
ing project starring Shia LaBeouf 

To be fair. Holmes is very good in the film, 
in which Harley has a dependency not just on 
heroin but also on Ilya (Caleb Landry Jones

of “X-Men: First Class”), a terrible, terrible 
person it’s hard to imagine anyone tolerating 
without a love-based addiction as explana- 
tion. “If you love me, you would’ve killed 
yourself by now,” he says, and only supports 
her to a degree after she tries to satisfy his 
theory Recalling last month’s Chicago- 
made ‘Animals,” “Drugstore Cowboy” and 
any number of other movies about drugs, 
“Heaven Knows What” features shooting up 
in bathrooms and selling stolen items, and 
desperate, behind-the-beat people enduring 
constant ordeals to score and not thinking 
about much else. Likewise, Safdie and his 
co-director brother Benny don’t develop 
characters beyond their present states, which 
generates intimacy but not depth. 

It’s worth noting that many of the people 
who were in Holmes’ life play versions 
of themselves, and also the way the film 
crystallizes addiction as a solitary journey to 
nowhere, even with other people temporar- 
ily nearby But the initial jolt of novelty, set 
against electronic music unraveled into free 
jazz, breeds only familiar authenticity un- 
dermined by the offscreen truth that makes 
the world onscreen no longer credible, lost 
souls only an intrigued filmmaker away from 
a chance at being saved.

Odd, limited doc doesn’t 
ask enough questions

People constantly 
want to analyze the 
impact of pop culture 
on viewers, especially 
in the context of 
blaming violent me- 
dia for leading people 
to commit violence 

themselves. The young subjects of the disap- 
pointing documentary “The Wolfpack,” who 
have been confined by a cruelly restrictive 
father to spend almost their entire lives in a 
Newark City apartment, seem like perfect 
sample subjects through which to explore 
how what we watch shapes us. These six 
brothers have passed years watching movies 
like “Reservoir Dogs,” writing out the scripts 
(by hand or on a typewriter) and then re- 
enacting them, sometimes with homemade 
costumes such as a Batman outfit made from 
old cereal boxes and yoga mats. Though it’s 
claimed that they always were able to sepa- 
rate the world on screen from the one off it, 
one goes out into society wearing a Michael 
Myers mask and later says he felt like he was 
the “Halloween” killer and could withstand 
bullets. Holy crap, that’s exactly what this 
movie should be exploring. 

But it doesn’t. Director Crystal Moselle 
observes but rarely asks, and the few times 
she asks, she doesn’t get anything out of it. 

She seems to have included the boys’ father’s 
worthless response to whether or not he 
thought about apologizing to them simply to

prove that she posed the question. She doesn’t 
try to identify the Angulo siblings by name or 
to address, you know, how six teenage boys — 
who sometimes wear sunglasses at night 
and swear like Tarantino characters —living 
in cramped quarters don’t have hormones 
coming out of their ears. It’s said that their 
dad, who sees himself as God, rebels against 
society by not working, and their mom earns 
money for home-schooling her kids. There’s 
no additional inquiry into assumed financial 
challenges or whether their eventual determi- 
nation to leave the family home would have 
happened the same way without the cameras 
there. Or how, exactly their mom maintained 
their sanity as they claim. 

Also: Why is there no footage of when a 
SWAT team busted in, looking for weapons? 
Surely that’s more worthwhile to include 
than a repetitive study of young men who 
feel out of place. And I have no knowledge 
about social services operations, but when 
one of the boys is arrested and then sent 
to the hospital, leading to therapy for all of 
them, it seems like maybe a city organization 
would get involved with this family which ar- 
guably has abused its children by not letting 
them leave rooms without permission. This 
is a fascinating story that deserves a much 
different film.
